Mr. Brinton of Denver, Colo., one’ of 
the zealous friends of Francis, called 
on Bryan in the interests of the Fran- 
cis backers.

Francis would not be acceptable, so 
far as the Nebraskan himself is con- 
cerned, either for the second place on 
the national ticket or as the campaign 
manager because of his Standard Oil 
interests. 

Senator Joseph Weldon Bailey of 
Texas also waa stamped “unavailable” 
when he was suggested as temporary 
chairman of the convertion or chair- 
man of the Committee on Resolutions. 
Bryan declared that the Senator’s name 
had figured too prominently in the Wa- 
ters-Pierce Oi] Co. affairs in his home 
State. 

Bryan holds the whip hand now, and 
he will dictate the nomination of the 
candidate for the vice-presidency, as 
well as superintend personally the con- 
struction of the platform on which the 
nominee will stand. 


FOOD FORCED DOWN FASTING 
WOMAN BY COURT'S ORDER 


Refused to Eat for 17 Days, Then 
She Was Fed Against 


. Her Will. 

CHICAGO, Tll., June %.—On an order 
of court the long fast of Mrs. E. K. 
Hunter, wife of a jurist of Burnham, 
Il., who was taking “starvation treat- 
ment” at Zion City, was forcibly 
broken today. 

A tube was thrust into her mouth, 
food was put into this and she was 
compelled to eat. 

Sheriff Griffin then had Mrs. Hunter 
taken to the Jane McAllister Hospital, 
in Waukegan. She will be kept there un- 
til 1 o’cleck tomorrow, when she will 
appear before Judge Jones, to be exam- 
ined as to her sanity. 

For 17 days Mrs. Hunter had been 
fasting, defying the Lake County au- 
thorities. Attorney Fremont D. Knight 
finally got an order from Judge Jones, 
which authorized him to take the wom- 
an in charge. accompanied by half a 
dozen aids he went to the “Home of 
Gods People,’’ where she was. Members 
of the cult in the house tried to stop 
him, but Knight entered and sought to 
induce the woman to eat. She refused 
and then compulsion was resorted to. 
After a struggle she yielded and food 
was administered.

LIVES, BUT IS INSANE 


Child Gained Freedom by 
Prying Shutters Open When 
She Was Absent. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DAVENPORT, Io., June 2.—Her mind 
completely unbalanced, and in a cell at 
the County Insane Hospital, Miss Laura 
Whalen, matron at the Iowa Soldiers’ 
Orphans’ Home, «a State institution, 
probably, will never be able to explain 
her motive in keeping Frank Pratt, an 
orphan, aged 12, locked up in her room, 
unknown to the authorities at the home, 
for three months. 

Miss Whalen was taken to the hos- 
pital today, her mind a blank. She is 
a physical wreck as well. The boy is 
recovering from the effects of his long 
confinement, and the State authorities 
and home officers are maxing an inves- 
tigation of every detail of the case. 

The Pratt boy has been missing since 
March 2. A few days before that he 
had scalded his foot while taking a 
bath. Miss Whalen, who was the 
matron of the cottage where the Pratt 
boy lived with a score of other boys, 
failed to report the accident to Su- 
perintendent F. J. Sessions. He heard 
of the accident several days afterward, 
and went to the cottage to inquire about 
it. Miss Whalen told him the boy was 
not there, but that she would bring 
him to the office in the morning. 

Told Him Boy Ran Away. 

The. next morning Miss Whalen told 
him the boy had become frightened at 
the prospective visit of the superintend- 
ent and had run away. 

The officers made every effort to 
locate the boy. The superintendent 
went to Des Moines and reported the 
matter to the Iowa Board of Control, 
which has. charge of all state institu-) 
tions’ Noticeé were sent out’ all ‘over’ 
the State in an effort to locate Frank. 

Months passed and no clew could be 
found. 

In the meantime, Frank Pratt was a 
prisoner in the macron’s room, while 
the 20 boys in that cottage came and 
went from the building, sleeping there 
at night and playing with the other 506 
children of the home, near the cottage, 
during the day. 

“T heard the boys playing outside,’’ 
said Frank Pratt, ‘“‘and begged her to 
let me go out and play with them. She 
told me I was sick and if I left the 
room or opened the blinds I would prob- 
ably die. 

“When I cried she told me not to 
make a noise, as the doctor said it would 
probably kill me. Most of the time 
I got enough for breakfast and din- 
ner, but often did not get any sup- 
per. She tola me that it was not good 
for me to eat so much and that the 
doctor said I should be careful. I 
told her I did not reel sick, but she 
said I was in a bad condition. * 

“She brought me books to read, but 
I got tired of them, and wanted to go 
out with the other fellows. .I cried 
sometimes for hours when she was noi 
there, but when she came I was afraid 
to cry any more.”’ 


Woman Acted Strangely. 

Miss Whalen was considered a cap- 
able matron, but recently it was no- 
ticed that she was acting queerly. 

Yesterday, returning from a short 
visit to the HNbrary, she noticed a 
number of the children excitedly 
gathered around her cottage. Sus- 
pecting something, she went to her 
room, which she always kept locked 
when she wags out, and questioned 
the boy. He admitted that he had 
pried open the shutters, which had 
been kept closed throughout his ¢con- 
finement, and had been talking to the 
children in the yard. 

Miss Whalen immediately locked 
him up in a closet, and, evidently 
féaring that she had been found out, 
prepared to end her life. She packed 
all her beiongings in her trunks and 
then took a dose of chloroform. 

The story of the children did not 
come to Superintendent Sessions un- 
til some time later, and when he went 
to the cottage to investigate he found 
the door to her room locked. It was 
broken open and the matron was 
found on the bed nearly dead from 
the effects of the chloroform, 

The boy was found locked in the 
closét, hungry. and badly frightened. 
Physicians were immediately sum- 
moned, but although she rallied from 
the immediate effects of the chloro- 
form, she never recovered her men-

He had received a 
note from. her early in the day, inform- 
ing him that she was going to die, and 
he found her five hours after she had 
taken the arsenic. 

“IT was afraid I would be too late,” 
Cowley said to the girl.

Senator and Wetmore Got 


Suit Started, Then Didn’t 
Give Evidence, He Says. 








How the Missouri Attorney-General's 
office was used by Senator William J. 
Stone and Col. Moses C. Wetmore in tire 
fainous ouster proceedings against the 
$100,000,000 American Tobacco Co., » 
emphasized in a statement just made 
public by Attorney-General Hadley. 

Mr. Hadley’s reference to the Tobac- 
co Trust case is part of a general analy- 
Sis of the work of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s office under his own administra- 
tion and that of former Attorney-Gener- 
al Edward C. Crow. 

Charges Breach of Faith, 

Following a denial of charges made 
by Democratic critics that his office has 
been too extravagant, Mr. Hadley goes 
into the details of his official record, 
praises the work of his predecessor and 
then tells how the Tobacco Trust suit 
failed under Mr. Crow because Senator 
Stone and Col. Wetmore, who induced 
him to institute the suit, failed to fur- 
nish him the evidence promised. 

At the time of the filing of the To- 
bacco Trust suit in 1898. Wetmore was 
president of the Liggett & Meyers To- 
bacco Co., then an independent con- 
eern. The Trust had made several ef- 
forts to get the Liggett: company and 
finally did succeed in acquiring all the 
stock, except that held by Col. Wet- 
more. 

Stone Get Proceedings Started. 

Declaring. he never would sell out to 
& monopoly, Wetmore called en Sena- 
tor Stone to get up an anti-trust pro- 
ceeding against the Tobacco Trust, 
Stone visited Crow at Jefferson City 
and obtained the latter’s consent as at- 
torney general to the suit, which was 
filed within a few days after the Liggett 
interests had disposed of their stock. 
Col. Wetmore, accompanied by the 
chief officials of the Tobacco Trust, 
went to his farm in Taney County, 
vhere arrangements were completed for 
the purchase of his stock. 

Soon after this transaction, Stone re- 
quested the attorney-general to drop the 
suit, but this Mr. Crow refused to do. 
— Attorney-General Hadley points out 
that the suit failed because Wetmore, 
when summoned as a witness, failed to 
substantiate the allegations he caused 
tu be made in the petition demanding 
that the Trust be ousted from Missour'!.

Neurologist Thinks Mental as 


Well as Physical Tests 
Should Be Made. 





SITUATION APPALLING 





Many Lawyers, Bank Officials 
and Railroad Men of 
Unsound Mind. 





KANSAS CITY, Mo.,.June 26.—At the 
session of the Society of Neurology and 
Psychiatry held today in conjunction 
with the meeting of the American In- 
stitute of Homeopathy, Dr. R. Mont- 
fort Schley, assistant physician of the 
Gowanda (N. Y.) State Hospital, read 
a paper on “Insane Who Have Held 
Responsible Positions,’’ in which he said 
he had been impressed with the num- 
ber of patients who, while still holding 
responsible positions, have been sent 
to the asylum. 

“When we think that every day we 
are liable to place our life in the keep- 
ing of an insane railroad employe, our 
honor and good name in the hands of 
a mentally unsound lawyer, owr money 
in the care of an incapable banker, 
it is appalling,’’ he said. 

“Upon railroads and traction companies 
physical examinations are always given 
to men who are to hold positions of 
any stress or responsibility, but the 
mental condition of these people is never 
inquired into. If they are able to walk 
and talk in any way that an indulgent 
superior can call normal, they are left 
in their position until some terrible ac- 
cident occurs and the nature of their 
disease is self-evident.”’ 


“A cashier was left eight months after 
attempting suicide to run a national 
bank with -practically no supervision,”’ 
said Dr. Schley, “and a lawyer who 
Was responsible for six estates belong- 
ing to widows and orphans was able to 
continue for several years in charge of 
these large amounts of money before 
his true mental condition was ‘suspect- 
ed. ?

Edward Koeln Advised That 
He Can Be Independent 
of Monopoly. 


SEES GOOD INVESTMENT 


Declares He Will Save $6840 
a Year By Spending 
$5000. 








Edward Koeln, vice-chairman of the 
Republican City Committee, and for- 
mer member of the House of Delegates, 
will spend $5000 to equip his building at 
Sixth and Market streets with an elec- 
tric light and power plant. 

Mr. Koeln's engineers tell him that, 
figuring the cost of the service on the 
basis of the most advantageous rate he 
can get under the November schedule of 
Union Electric, he can save between 
$500 and $600 a month by putting in his 
own plant. 

A l$-year lease has been taken on 
the building at the northeast corner of 
Sixth and Market streets by Mr. Koeln. 
He is remodeling the building for a 
theater and hotel, with barroom, billiard 
hall and bowling alleys as accessories. 

*“T went to see Union Electric about 
rates for lighting the bullding,’’ said Mr. 
Koeln to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “Se 
that I could discuss the matter intelli- 
gently with Union Electric people I 
took with me the tentative plans for the 
plant that we now intend to Install. 

“These plans showed just how con- 
nections could be made with the Union 
Electric service. I was scarcely inside 
of the contract agent’s office before he 
nearly took my breath away by say- 
ing: 

‘“*Here you are with that old bluff 
about putting. in your own plant. Take 
the plans away. I don’t want to see 
them. I hear that story until I am 
sick and tired of it.’ 


Meets “Coldest Proposition.” 

‘That fellow was about the coldest 
proposition I ever saw. Finally he 
warmed up enough to tell me that if I 
would guarantee Union Electric $318 a 
month for lighting my theater that I 
could get a rate of 3.8 cents a kilowatt 
hour, 

“The theater, however, is only a part 
of the building that will have to be 
lighted. The cost of lighting the entire 
building, on the basis of the rates quot- 
ed me, will be about $700 a month. 


“The average cost for the entire build- 
ing will ‘be about 7 cents a_ kilowatt 
hour at Unton Electric rates. My 
engineers tell me that I. can make my 
own sa arhorporge A at a cost not te exceed 
11-3 cents a kilowatt hour. 

“For not exceeding $130 a month I can 
make all the electricit-- needed for the 
building, they tell me. The difference 
between $700 and $130 is what I would 
save—$570 a month, or $6840 a year. 


Sees Good Investment, 


“That wouldn’t be a bad saving on a 
$5000 investment—about 137 dividends a 
year. One year’s saving would pay for 
the plant, and leave me about $1840 in 
the treasury. 


“I do not know whether I can get the 
plant in by the time I am ready to 
open the theater. If I cannot I am go- 
ing eto force Union Electric to connect 
oe my wires and render me a tempo- 
) rr service. 

am not going to sign any contract, 
I am not going to pay any connection 
or disconnection charges. Union Elec- 


{| tric is a public service corporation, and 


if it doesn’t serve me on the terms I 
have indicated I am going into court 
and mandamus it and force it to make 
the connections. 

“This thing of a public service cor- 
poration refusing to serve the public ex- 
cept upon its own dictatorial terms does 
not conferm to my idea of what the 
company owes the public for the fran- 
chises the ple have given it. 

“I was told at Union Electric's office 
that I cannot get a connection for an 
emergency service without paying 6 
cents a month for each connected lamp. 
I will have the equivalent of 700 16- 
candle power lamps in the theater and 
many more in the hotel and other de- 
partments. 


To Have Double Plant. 
“T will have a double plant so as to 
provide my own emergency service. A 


‘handy man about the place can operate 


the ggsoline engines, and I will be in- 
dependent of Union Electric. 

“I have a fine place for the storage 
of my gasoline tanks. We are spending 


about $27,000 remodeling the building, 
and the theater will be one of the most 
brilliantly illuminated in the country. 
The interior will be studded with low 
candle power lights.”

“I gay unhesitatingly that it is a 
shame and a crime that our young peo- 
ple are not singing a better class of 
hymns. Much of the music put forth 
for their use is the very embodiment 
of namby-pambyism.”’ 

He argued, in continuing, that it is 
improper to compe!
